A  news  release  issued  by  the  P.E.A.  said  the  association  is 
going  to  begin  a  program  aimed  at  dramatizing  the  need  to 
correct  the  school  district’s  problems.

CBS  on  top 
of  TV  ratings 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  CBS  won  the  networks’ 
ratings  race  for  the  second  straight  week,  thanks 
mostly  to  a  one-two  finish  by  “60  Minutes”  and 
“Dallas”  and  six  other  shows,  including  the  new 
“Falcon  Crest,”  in  the  Top  10,  figures  from  the 
A,C.  Nielsen  Co.  showed. 

ABC’s  “NFL  Monday  Night  Football”  game  be¬ 
tween  Philadelphia  and  Miami  placed  third  in  the 
week  ending  Dec.  6,  an  extraordinarily  high  finish 
for  the  normally  popular  sports  program.  And 
there  was  a  promising  sign  for  struggling  NBC  — 
the  network’s  new  “Bret  Maverick,”  starring 
James  Gamer,  finished  seventh  for  the  week.  - „  - 

It  was  the  second  consecutive  No.  1  finish  for  “60  '''guys' 
Minutes,”  and  the  newsmagazine,  prime-time  the  “pern- 
champion  for  the  1979-80  JV  year,  seems  to  be 
mounting  a  challenge  to  “Dallas,”  last  year’s  winner 
and  the  top-rated  show  five  times  in  the  first  seven 
weeks  of  the  current  season.
